the surgeon, but only com- 
paratively recently that has become 
problem radiology. Accordingly, the 
role the x-ray technician has assumed 
great importance. 


the majority cases, fracture the 
femoral neck occurs elderly individuals, 
and former years frequently meant 
the equivalent death sentence. There 
was often non-union the fragments, 
even despite the long period treatment, 
which involved reduction, followed 
immobilization plaster. Because the 
discouragingly long confinement, compli- 
cations often ensued, such pneumonia 
and general toxicosis. 


Little progress was made this field 
for years. Although various types in- 
ternal fixation were used, among which 
were square nails, round nails, and screws, 
their use was not attended with much 
success. 


Presented at the Annual Meeting of the New Brunswick 
Society of X-Ray Technicians, Saint John, N.B., May, 
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was 1925 that Smith-Petersen 
Boston devised the three-flanged nail. 
Following his publication 1931, his idea 
met with wide acclamation. the 
Smith-Petersen that now accepted 
the most satisfactory means internal 
fixation; this method the only one 
which prevents rotation the fragments. 
Subsequent improvements have sim- 
plified the nailing that now possible 
place the pin, with almost mathematical 
precision, the remarkably short time 
less than sixty minutes. This pro- 
cedure employs some form x-ray con- 
trol, for instance the one described 
described herein. The results have been 
highly gratifying; aged patients are able 
walk short time, and the danger 
complication appreciably diminished. 
Moreover, good position the fragments 
maintained, shown subsequent 
radiographic examinations.

SMITH-PETERSEN NAILING 


Joseph’s Hospital during the past twelve 
years. The great advantage this 
method that does not involve any 
special apparatus except small, easily 
made angle board, which will described 
later.

According one our staff surgeons, 
Dr. George Skinner, hip nailing 
chiefly indicated cases fracture high 
the neck the femur, when the head 
has been severed from the neck, therefore 
cutting off the blood supply from the 
head. 


radiography the hip, any 
other roentgenographic procedure, precise 
knowledge the anatomy the part 
essential. brief description the 
femur, including the hip joint, follows. 
The femur the longest and strongest 
bone the body. Its proximal end con- 
sists head and neck, and two large 
eminences, the greater and lesser trochan- 
ters. The head smooth and rounded, 
and received the acetabulum, 
cavity the innominate bone. The head 
connected the shaft the neck, 
which extends base the shaft. The 
neck extends medially and upward. Be- 
tween the neck and the shaft are found 
the trochanters, the greater the upper 
lateral portion the shaft, and the lesser 
the posterior medial part. 


the operating room, the following 
apparatus used. ordinary wooden 
tunnel placed the table, and the loca- 
tion 10x12 cassette lengthwise its 
tray ruled off with lines the tunnel 
above (Figure 1). The iliac crest should 
exactly superimposed over the lines 
drawn for the tunnel. 
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Fig. 1 


The special angle board consists essen- 
tially wooden base the form 
right-angled triangle, the other two angles 
being 45°. vertical portion joined 
the 45° edge the form simple, 
flanged piece aluminum which forms 
groove for the grid and cassette. The 
exact dimensions are unimportant, but 
essential have the right-angled cor- 
ner the angle board exact opposition 
with the corner the tunnel. This auto- 
matically holds the cassette forty-five 
degree angle the side the table which 
will approximately parallel the long 
axis the femoral neck. The use the 
angle board placing the cassette per- 
mits exact duplication the lateral view, 
regardless the number sterile drapes 
covering the field. 


Before the arrival the patient, the 
usual primary factors are determined 
the operating room. Particular care must 
exercised testing the voltage, for 
line drop could render roentgenogram 
diagnostically valueless. 
unit centred over the tunnel and locked 
throughout the operation. Accurate cen- 
tering the tube may accomplished 
series simple steps.

Again, for the lateral view, first, 
the arm the mobile unit swung back 
toward the patient’s feet ninety degrees, 
parallel with the side the table. 
Second, the tube lowered the height 
the table. Third, the arm the tube 
then rotated ninety degrees from the 
horizontal vertical. Fourth, the tube 
head angled forty-five degrees toward 
the patient’s head, and fifth, slid back 
five and one-half inches toward the stand. 
This brings the central ray the centre 
the film. (Figure 2.)

Throughout the operation, the patient 
remains supine, and the involved leg 
kept internally rotated and moderately 
abducted. For the lateral projection, the 
uninjured hip and knee are held flexed 
assistant, right angles. The 
cassette placed lengthwise, with its 
upper border just above the crest the 
ilium and pressed well into the flank. The 
cassette made parallel the neck 
the femur arranging the angle board 
that the sides its base form corner 
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the tunnel, described previously. 

positioning the patient and film, pro- 
vision must made for the Engel-May 
guide. four-inch margin allowed 
each radiograph. (Figure 3.)

Following reduction the fracture, 
films are taken both and lateral 
projections. Their purpose deter- 
mine the degree success the reduc- 
tion. After development, radiographs are 
immediately brought the operating 
room viewing box for inspection the 
radiologist and surgeon. Should the 
alignment the fragments prove unsatis- 
factory, the reduction repeated and 
subsequent films taken. 


Actual surgery now begins. When the 
Engel-May guide has been placed, 
film taken, following which Kirchner 
wire driven selected spot, and the 
guide rotated ninety degrees. second 
wire introduced and lateral view 
made. Still another Kirchner wire then 
inserted, the correct position which 
has been determined the other two. Its 
position checked the aforementioned 
two radiographic projections. the 
radiologist and surgeon are satisfied that 
this last wire has been directed the

desired angle through the femoral neck, 
the actual Smith-Petersen nail placed 
over the Kirchner wire and driven home. 
Final check determined roenteno- 
grams both and lateral planes. The 
only criterion the complete accuracy 
the procedure radiography. 


this point, attention turned the 
processing room, which should close 
the operating room possible. The 
solutions are mixed early enough that 
the temperature the time 
the operation. shorten developing 
time, x-ray replenisher used instead 
ordinary developer, and for further speed, 
solutions are maintained eighty de- 
grees. the finished roentgenogram, 
quality sacrificed for speed. These 
special processing conditions permit 
combined developing and fixing time 
only one and three-quarter minutes. 
small tank preferable the tray 
method. Provision made for hot and 
cold running water, when possible, for 
temperature regulation and film rinsing. 
One safe-light sufficient for the size 
the room. Several 10x12 and 8x10 cas- 
settes are placed ready for use, and hang- 
ers the same size are kept near the 
bench. Every detail dark room 
arrangement must planned facilitate 
rapid processing. 


brief technical consideration will fol- 
low. The setting the radiographic 
technique must not based solely 
part thickness. Other factors are in- 
volved. For instance, the lateral view 
the uninjured leg must supported, and 
despite every effort the part the 
assistant complete steadiness, there 
may well slight motion. Therefore 
the exposure should short pos- 


sible, which means compensating rise 
voltage. 


may noted that since Smith-Peter- 
sen patients are usually elderly, natur- 
ally follows that the osseous structures 
have been decalcified. this condition, 
they are rendered more penetrable 
x-rays, and therefore the exposure time 
less than that required for the more 
opaque bones younger people. 


Since every phase radiography dur- 
ing hip-nailing operation carried out 
under strict aseptic conditions, the techni- 
cian must have some understanding 
this technique, order insure that 
there will contamination. 


Teamwork between the technicians 
vital importance. Two technicians take 
part. The duties one lie the operat- 
ing room, arranging the equipment, posi- 
tioning the patient, setting the exposure 
factors, and making the exposures, while 
the other technician attends the pro- 
cessing the films. efficient system 
must worked out between the two and 
carefully adhered to. 


Technicians must most careful 
observe the rules protection against 
radiation, here well the depart- 
ment. For instance the lateral view, 
the technician must never hold the unin- 
jured leg, due the amount secondary 
radiation. 


conclusion this paper has presented 
roentgenographic procedure for Smith- 
Petersen hip nailing surgery. Each step 
has been dealt with and the equipment 
described. The special feature which has 
been purposely emphasized the angle 
board, which simplifies the procedure 
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providing quick and almost infallible 
means duplicating the lateral view, 
simple that even the student technician 
may take part Smith-Petersen radio- 
graphy. reason the co-operation 
between radiologist, surgeon and techni- 
cians, together with the use the angle 
board, speed and accuracy, both essen- 
tial surgery, may attained.

“A Method of X-ray 
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The Patient Factor and the Technician

years, can all recall, perhaps with 

some misgivings, our first lessons 
algebra. most those algebraic prob- 
lems were confronted and often con- 
fused small character called “X,” the 
unknown quantity. To-day, technicians 
and student technicians, very often 
find ourselves the course our duties 
facing another unknown quantity, the 
patient factor. 


let our minds wander back few 


Unfortunately, the proper methods and 
best techniques apply dealing with 
patients are not found most 
our radiographic hand books. 
ability which must acquired. wealth 
technical know-how—the best equip- 
ment with which work little value 
the technician fails fit the patient into 
the “scheme things,” were, such 
way that can apply his knowledge 
and make proper use the facilities avail- 
able. Dr. Gradwohl stated follows 
address graduating class x-ray 
technicians from his school St. Louis: 


have endeavoured instruct you 
and familiarize you with the accepted 
methods modern radiography. You 
have all measured our standards 
every respect. Whether you will leave 
this school and become successful techni- 
cians depends upon yourselves alone.” 


Dr. Gradwohl could well have been re- 
ferring the fact that studying from 
books, memorizing routine positions from 
photographs radiographing, and posing 
subjects will not assure eventual 
lasting success. The ability solve and 
master the human factor each and every 
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situation may the last, but 
means the least prerequisite the fin- 
ished technician. 


Patients are more observing than many 
technicians realize. The doctor making 
excellent impression personally may 
run the risk having destroyed later 
when sends his patients the x-ray 
department. The appearance and effi- 
ciency our departments counts heavily 
with most patients, usually they have 
ample time make observations while 
waiting x-rayed. What they see 
may create impression success 
failure, efficiency carelessness, friend- 
neglect. They may decide our depart- 
ment whether not they wish entrust 
their health some particular doctor 
the institution which they find them- 
selves. 


ourselves our surroundings others 
see us. Day after day come work 
our departments and become accus- 
tomed things about that they have 
significance—right wrong; busy 
are with the tasks hand. Our radio- 
graphic rooms may disarray, are 
not conscious gowns lying rumpled 
dirty about the dressing rooms sheets 
and pillows strewn and draped random 
upon the x-ray tables. Dog-earned and 
torn magazines may clutter the tables and 
chairs the waiting room but they 
unobserved. Slamming doors, loud 
talking, whistling may sometimes 
heard. Any these things are objec- 
tionable sick worried people, many 
whom are perhaps nervously upset any- 
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way. These conditions all influence the 
patient factor radiography and our 
duty technicians see that they not 
occur. 


We, technicians, should happy 
that our work not the bare cold and 
calculating product science that 
appears be. are brought into con- 
tact with people from all walks life, 
representing many nationalities and re- 
ligions. The wealthy and poor sit side 
side our waiting rooms and people 
varying degrees intelligence and culture 
await their turn. Each individual 
with personality, ego and complex, until 
last the probing eye the x-ray re- 
duces them their physical common de- 
nominators. 


From the time pick the x-ray 
requisition and observe the name and re- 
quirements the patient, should 
realize that, regardless the examina- 
tion required, simple difficult, 
routine otherwise, unless have radio- 
graphed the patient before, are tread- 
ing strange ground are about 
meet new personality—one that may 
require different approach from any 
patient have x-rayed before. 


the instant greet the patient, im- 
pressions are formed. few moments 
action and conversation, should size 
the person. Language difficulties, 
hearing defects and nervous symptoms 
should looked for and noted. the 
case injuries, immediate assistance 
should afforded the patient, neces- 
sary. With children, the parent 
guardian should addressed first, with 
kind word greeting the child after- 
ward. Never try take child from its 
parent the waiting room. Allow the 
parent conduct the child the radio- 
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graphic room and most the prepar- 
ing. Children, particularly when injured, 
are difficult subjects. Often advis- 
able have the parent leave the room 
entirely and once this never failing source 
sympathy removed, the child will 
often become calm long enough com- 
plete the procedure. 


One the most important considera- 
tions radiographing patients induc- 
ing them relax. Good results without 
relaxation are next impossible. Fear 
often the main cause rigidness 
patients. Small children express their 
fears more eloquently; adults 
generally tensing all over. The result 
tension can sometimes observed 
gastric patients the spastic condition 
that occurs their stomachs. The very 
tense patient can usually induced 
relax placing them the most com- 
fortable position possible and assuring 
them that the examination quite harm- 
less. Sometimes leaving the patient alone 
the table for few minutes will help. 


our relationships with patients, 
should not overly effusive nor too 
familiar, but always kindly. Most patients 
respond promptly warm, friendly 
manner. This contrast irritable, 
even insolent manner. possible 
become calloused one’s surround- 
ings that patients are source annoy- 
ance. People will simply refuse accept 
such treatment and the results will soon 
become evident. 


The technician should assume air 
quiet confidence when working with 
patients; this helps greatly making the 
patient feel ease. The impression that 
they are being efficiently dealt with 
always pleases the patient. connection 
with this, the technician should never

Think yourself always the patient’s 
position. They come you sometimes tired and 
ill; they may irritable frightened. These 
conditions you must sense and use the kindness, 
patience and sometimes physical assistance they 
may need. When you speak them address 
them individual people who, individually, you 
are interested helping. conscious their 
modesty—both men and women. Give them 
gown whose proportions are adequate. not 
forget sheet over patient scantily clad 
must. You, yourself, would mortified 
their place. Remember blanket for your pyelo- 
gram patients the coolness winter, the 
spring fall. often these thoughtful con- 
siderations your patients take away and remem- 
ber about you. You will meet again, let that 
meeting arouse grateful, pleasant memories when 
does occur. 

One other consideration toward your patients 
their time. When busy people have taken 
the trouble make appointments, make 
special effort not keep them waiting unduly. 

With your intensive study for your course, 
the skill you have acquired and from what you 
will learn experience, bearing mind these 
few but important principles, sure your 
future your profession will crowned with 
success and happiness.

X-RAY TECHNICIANS 
competent x-ray technician one who produces radiographs high quality with the mini- 
mum discomfort and danger the patient, the lowest possible cost the employer. 


This involves thorough knowledge the many requirements for the production good 
radiograph, knowledge anatomy from x-ray point view, first aid the handling the 
sick and injured, reasonable amount psychology, thorough knowledge protection from 
x-radiation and finally appreciation the construction and cost the equipment and material 
handling. 

PREFERENCE R.T.’s 

The Radiographs, which the technician produces, supply the information upon which the 
radiologist makes his report the patient’s condition. The amount information provided 
these radiographs dependent upon their quality. There therefore definite relationship be- 
tween the accuracy the radiologist’s report and the skill the technician. Consistent accuracy 
enhances the value the x-ray department and thereby increases revenue. 


Many hospitals have direct proof that qualified technicians are much less costly because they 
had practically eliminated costly retakes and otherwise enhanced the value their departments. 
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also worthy mention that institutions have been faced with costly and embarrassing 
lawsuits due the incompetence their x-ray operator. 


Mr. Doern then dealt with the organization and present setup the C.S.R.T., the Curriculum, Examinations 
and Certification. then proceeded to: 


POST GRADUATE ACTIVITIES 

There member society each Province. Monthly meetings are held these local groups 
for the purpose discussing technical papers and current problems pertaining the work and 
interest the x-ray technician.

the regulations recommended the International Congress Radiology. 

These regulations are based minimum requirements. Unless they are adhered 
those handling x-radiation, full time employment, there may eventually serious trouble 
the form permanent impairment health.

(a) Not more than seven working hours per day. 
(b) Not more than five days per week; off days spent much possible out doors. 
(c) Not less than four weeks holidays per year. 
(d) Medical, general, and blood examinations twice year. 
(3) Emergency Service 

May also point out that there growing tendency among technicians favor em- 
ployment x-ray offices and medical clinics. This largely due the fact that clinics and 
offices not have after hour emergency x-ray service and are closed week-ends and holidays.
